Old Mrs. Taylor believing in that text 
of twrifMM whicli save "Man shall not 
MM M l.rcl alone," did not confine her 
alMTllirri lodiolributing the loaf to (be 
b*av*gr| mill boya, but wa* ever ready to 
nlieve the aick and suffering, no matter 
what tbetr condition in life. Poor, dying 
mothers, leaving lie) plea* children, would 
often l.e.|urath them to her care; and in 
thia way her house became almost an 
orphan axyluin, during the ravage* of the 
Revolutionary war. It is naid that at 
lime* »he had as many as thirty odd 
children all dependent upon her for food 
and raiment She, too, was the princi- 
pal surgeon and physician ol the then 
backwoods settlement. With her lancet 
always in her pocket, she was ever ready 
to replace dislocated joints, set broken 
bones, and lance or Meed as required, 
with the nerve of a hospital surgeon, al- 
though the wail of a feeble infant, or any 
♦8 ] tale of sorrow or suffering, would always 
bring tears to her eves. 

She bad been raised and always held to 
the old church of England, or Episcopal 
; lailh, (several of her old prayer books 
• | are stil! extant,) but she was always lib- 
eral and kind to other denominations, 
and their preachers made her house their 
resting place. She did not, however, ap- 
prove of the ranting, furious, wild-fire 
(as she called it) of some of the Metho- 
dist preachers. There was one especially 
t think his name was Uubbs— that 
frequently the vicliut ol ber humor 
and sarcasm. In those early days, with 
such a uumerous family, no lime could 
be lost or idled away. The family room 
was like a large work shop, wherein 
winter nighl* everything was done that 
could be done inoJoor*. Shoes were 
made or mended, brooms an.l baskets 
manufactured, oV corn shelled, or homi< 
ny beat. It so happened that one night 
on which brother Hubbs' round on the 
■tar*** had brought him in as • gnest, 
there proved to be a heavy demand for 
shelled corn, to fill a contract for meal to 
be ground and delivered the next day, 
and all hand* were engaged in shelling 
and sacking corn until bed time. These 
sacks were set in rows around the wall, 
and brother Hubbs, who was a most inu 
petuous. raving enthusiast, and who had 
acquired a habit of beating and mauling 
with his fists at almost every word he 
uttered, knelt down to pray by one* of 
these sacks of corn, and soon became fu- 
rious in his seal, and prayed, and pound, 
ed the sack of corn until the whole fami- 
ly became weary. As soon as the family 
had arisen to their feet, the old lady went 
to the aame sack, stooped down and com- 
menced feeling it carefully. "Well, 
Hubbs," she said, "I am just feeling if 
you beat us a mess of hominy. If you 
have. I ll make Lotty (the negro woman) 
boil it for our breakfast!'' This sar- 
casm it 'said to have almost cured 
Hubbs of bis ranting manner. 

By the most untiring care and industry 
Ihese two people raised a family of eight 
sons and four daughters, and acquired 
some property. Their son, Harrisoi 
viaieed Kentucky ; the first time whilst a 
mere stripling, and became the agent tor 
various land speculations, and spent 
much of his time in tbe woods with sur 
v eying parties. It it related of him that 
he never knew fear; that lie made sever, 
al trips through tbe wilderness aolitary 
ou several occasions re« 
at ibesurTeyor'scamp.when roost 
of his party had retreated to the settle- 
ment for fear of Indiana Through his 
influence hit father and mother, and hit 
brothers and brothers-in-law were in- 
duced to remove to Kenlucky.

The following story illustrate! how 
tbey were appreciated by tbe young hunt- 
ers and belles of the day I At a social 
party at the house of Aie old folkt one 
night, a pert, conceit*! young hunter 
was seated nearest the table, on wind 
the candle wot burning; near by it lay 
pair of bright polished snuffers.

As long as health and strength would 
permit, their house wai 
tort of tbe tick and afflicted, who 
advice, and the gay and witty who wished 
to measure lances with the backwoods, 
uti|>olished, off-hand wit, humor and sar- 
casm of the old lady, and even to thia 
day siorifs of her sayings and doing* are 
extant. Even the most sober and oege*. 
like tought her society. Th* late eccen- 
tric James Axley, who preached her 
funeral, and was frequently in her com- 
pany during her latter day*, was heard 
to ssy that she had more actual elo- 

auy woman he ever knew. 

One of their children, a daughter, 
married a man by the uame of Pue. She 
died, and an only grand-child — Peggy — 
accompanied the old folkt to Kentucky. 
Richard, the oldest son, lived to be 
eighiy-five years of age, and raised a 
large family. An attempt was made 
some years after to ascertain the names 
and locality of his descendant*, for the 
pur-iosc of procuring his bounty as a 
revolutionary soldier, bul the ellort wwi 
given lip in despair. They were scattered 
everywhere through the west, even to 
Oregon. He has two daughters still liv- 
ing in this country bordering on ninety 
year*, and enjoying good health. 

Thomas, the next oldest, will be men- 
tioned hereafter. Harrison, the third 
son, has been alluJed to as oue of the 
early pioneers. He° was a plain, simple- 
hearted, honest and hospitable man. His 
house for years was the headquarters of 
land claimants, who came to the county 
to look after their land claims, and his 
thorough knowledge of the country, and 
the locality of the various surveys, ren- 
dering his services highly important, and 
in tins way he oiton spent days and 
week*, not only in entertaining visitors, 
but in showing them their land*, for all 
of which his ideas ol old Virginia hospi- 
tality would nol permit him to receive 
one cent. There wat one remarkable 
trait in his character. Although cele- 
brated Irom hi* boyhood lor his unflinch- 
ing courage and cool daring of danger, 
and among the first justices of tbe peace 
and sli ciiff ol tl.c county, and acting as 
wagon-moater during General Hopkins' 
campaign, an extensive trader and busi- 
ness man, he was never known to have a 
row, rencounter or personal difficulty 
with any one. Ilia descendants, though 
uot as numerous a* Richard's, are also 
scattered through the wesl and south. 

William, the fourth son, was a man of 
stout frame, iron will, and untiring in- 
dustry. He was the first man in the 
county to learn and appreciate the value 
of bottom lands for meadows, and tbe 
profits of stock-raising. From his ex- 
tensive meadows be not only fed a large 
amount of cattle and horse., but sold 
hay to the ciiizeus of Hartford and Mor- 
gantowu. He al*o built the first brick 
dwelling house ever built in Ohio county. 
This house, though much abused since 
it death, still stands in a tolerable state 
of repair, and was thought a splendid 
ce of architecture in ita early day. 
After living to a good old age, the old 
man died of that loat 
•mall-pox. His posterity 
numerous nor migratory. 

John and Septimus, the fifth and sixth

large families, the greater part of wlAm 
remained residents of the county, and 
gre'A" up to be good disposed, industrious 
citizen*. 

Joseph and Simon removed at an early 
period to the far west, and little it known 
of them. There it a remote probability 
(hat General orColonel Jot Taylor, who 
flourished in tbe Mormon war, was )he 
son of Simon, as he had a son of that 
name, who was rake and scamp etiough 
hen he left Kentucky to have flourished 
under Drigham's care. 

Hannah married Samuel Brown, Mar- 
garet married James Hartha, and Jane 
married Levi Pigman. The Uartbas re- 
moved to Indiana, aud Pigmant to Ohio. 
Hartha's eldest ton, Thomas, bad just 
joined tbe Methoditt itineracy, and g* 
the most extraordinary promise of tale jt 
and usefulness as a preacher when be 
died, lamented by all who knew him. 

Although the descendants of the old 
original pair have become contaminated 
by some very injudicious crosses, it is 
remarkable how many of them retain 
characteristic traces of their parent stem. 
Hospitality, honesty, integrity, industry, 
and inate diffideuce and modesty, still 
it the family tinge. It is remarkable 
also, that they hare mostly all pursued 
the quiet path of private life, mostly ig- 
noring politics and political distinctions, 
nor have they ever gained notoriety in 
of crime.

When Sunday came, the ladiee, all of 
hom were members of the different 
churches, asked for preaching.

most natural thing fora Methodist preach 
er. I paid seventy. live cents for my lieu, 
a good round price; but the day of small 
things, at least small prices, has not yet 
reached (his country. When we bad our 
several lunch boxes emptied, we had a 
good table spread, and I was called upon 
lo offer prayer and thanks; which, being 
done, we ate over thirty-live miles of ..in./ 
and rai/. 

Salt Lake was one of the sights to be 
retiii inhered, as it is the headquarters of 
Morniondoui. Brigham Young; the great 
polygaroist priest, died a few days alter 
we passed, leaving nineteen widows to 
mourn or rejoice — which? And as hit ad- 
minittrator's report hat not yet been 
made, we don'tknow how many orphans 
were mode fatherless by the death of the 
Prophet. But, as Brigham wat a fruit- 
ful tree, the list is a long one. 

We are now in the Sierra, Nevada, 
Mountains, and such beautiful scenery ss 
is spread out before ut my eyes never saw 
before. The rugged mountain peaks 
covered with tall pines, and uow a deep 
canon, and now a towering rock rising for 
hundreds of feet over our heads. I need 
not attempt a description. 

We pass through the gold mining re- 
gions, and see the earth torn up for miles 
in search of the "root of all evil." When 
I was a boy, in the "bend" above Hart- 
ford, I used to dig for roots (.•'sang") on 
a small scale. But here, tbe "root of all 
evil", gold, lie. deep under all the turlace 
of the earth. The methods of hydraulic 
mining would be of interest to your read- 
ers; but, for want of space, I pas* on to 
California, where we slop to eat break- 
fast, and feast upon mountaiu trout and 
California fruit. We now pass through 
Sacramento Valley, the region ol wheat, 
where some farms have lilly thousand 
acres in wheat. There bat been no rain 
here for six nionthe,and the wheat gets ripe 
and -lands lor weeks without damage, and 
the reaper is also a thrasher, and is driven 
through the field and takes off tht heads 
of the wheat and thrashes out the grain, 
hich is rolled off to be picked up, al- 
ready bagged and ready for shipping. Mil- 
lions of surplus wheat is ordinarily raised 
in California, but this year the crop is 
short Bui at I was at tbe Pacific Coast 
Exposition or Mechanics Fair, al San 
Francisco, where the products of this 
wonderful State were collected. I will 
leave the railroad and pass on to tbe city. 
We came to the bay and run out two miles 
on a trestle bridge, and were told to dis- 
mount aud ship across tbe bay. 1 hod 
• regrets at leaving the old ear in 
which we had traveled so long ahd to far, 
thii is a world of change, and wt move 
with the crowd through a gate two, 
miles from the shore, into a large trans- 
fer boat to take ut across the bay. Frienda 
by the doiene had come out on the way 
to meet loved ones; and I observed to a 
lady who came to meet ber husband, my 
traveling friend, that 1 bod no one to kiss 
me a welcome; but she would not take the | 
hint, but said, "wait until you return to 
Cincinnati or the 'girl you left behind 
you,'" and then will be your lime. I 
went to tbe Buss House, a hotel that 
covert one solid block, and registered and 
took a bath, a shave and a warm supper, 
and then felt like a new man. For shav- 
ing and shampooing 1 handed the barber 
fifty ceuts, and he said "two bits more 
please." I told him he was tbe cheekiest 
I had met in the way of charges, but 
1. felt that be had done me a dollar's 
worth of good, 

When morning came, I saw that my 
ship,, The City of Pekin, which was to 
have left on the lit intt., was not in yet, 
aud would not leave until the 8tb. So I 
set to work to "do" tht oily. The first 
day, 1 rambled about tbe streets and wrote 
letters to friends. The second day, I went 
to tbe Cliff House, a hotel five miles above 
the city on the beach, on a tteep blaff, 
the foot of which is lashed by tbe waves 
of the sea. Here, for the first time, I 
beheld tbe Pacific ocean, and I need not 
attempt a description, aor to define my 
feelings on beholding the magnificence of 
tbe view before me. By the aid ol a nau- 
tical glass. I brought in a ship at tea, 
which teemed a mere atom floating in the 
eky when viewed by the unaided eye.
